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“WHAT IS WRITTEN 
IN THE LAW?"—Luke 10:26,

There is a vital difference between the theo- 
retical and the practical metaphysician. The 
practical metaphysician speaks from the stand- 
point of knowledge gained in using his own 
higher faculties and they are to him as clearly 
defined in the mental realm as are the liver, 
heart and lungs in the physiological. 

There are ‘theoretical metaphysicians who 
speculate about the mind and its operations, but 
who never speak from experience. 

It is in the ranks of these that sects, doc- 
trines, heaven, hell, and the thousand and one 
differences in religious tenets have their origin. 
They speculate about the mental and spiritual 
realms with the same free range of imagination 
that the old school physicians did about the 
heart and other interal organs of the body. 

They have many grades—some are merely 
speculative and make no pretentions to exact 
truth, while others dogmatize and threaten dire 
results to all who do not accept their doctrines 

They have made bounds for man and located 
the abode of his soul after he has passed out of 
their ken through that change called death. 
These imagine that their authority for all these 
various vague speculations are written in the 
law of God—the Bible. 

The fact that there are many translations of 
this book, which differ in points of vital interest, 
that there are thousands of admitted errors in 
the accepted translation, and that there are 
hundreds of sects diametrically opposite in 
their interpretations of certain important pas- 
sages, does not seem to in the least disconcert 
these champions of speculative metaphysics. 

But among practical metaphysicians there 
are no theories, ne differences as to points of 
doctrine, no two opinions as to the location of 
heaven or hell. The practical metaphysician 
is one who has explored the inner degrees of be- 


ing with the open eye, and knows. Though 
they may be ignorant of all books and of the 
experiences of all other men, yet when notes are 
compared they are identical in essentials. The 
language may not be at all similar and a super- 
ficial searcher for truth might fail to reconcile 
them, but one who has himself been on the 
“path” sees at once how the various terms used 
are descriptions of the same things. 

Geographers do not now disagree as to the 
locations of the continents, the climate or in- 
habitants of this planet, because they have been 
explored and definitely defined. Yet ancient 
maps show that there was once a speculative 
geography. These old time geographers, like 
the speculative metaphysicians, had never ex- 
plored the lands which they so definitely marked 
on their imaginary maps, nor did they know 
any one who had. Tradition helped them to 
form a groundwork and upon this they built 
continents, and their maps are to-day preserved 
as curiosities of geographical vagary. 

Yet he who speculates about the soul and its 
faculties, and bases his speculations upon tradi- 
tion and imagination is doing exactly what 
these ancient geographers did. They read the 
veiled language of the mystic where he attempts 
to describe things spiritual in symbols, they 
take the symbols to be the reality and thus 
that which was intended to be representative 
only is made the thing itself. This has led to 
untold errors in the interpretation of Scripture, 
and to such gross mistakes in prophecy based 
upon the literal sense, that thousands have been 
caused thereby to pronounce all sacred litera- 
ture spurious. 

This is the study of the letter of the law that 
“killeth.” 

Practical metaphysicians do not study the 
letter of the law, nor do they ask each ‘other 
“what is written in the law?” They study 
mind in its original purity as manifest in them- 
selves and all men. Then they find that the 
Scriptures are written in cipher—that they veil 
the movements of ideas under the symbols of 
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men and nations. Bible writers were dealing 
with ideas all the time—they had in mind the 
desires, the passions and the thoughts that 
move men and nations—these they represented 
by the things of sense because they were writ- 
ing for the instruction of a people who, like 
children, had to be amused by pictures and 
catchy stories. 

But a deeper meaning lies here, and he who 
asks, “what is written in the law?” draws out 
first the letter, then the spirit. 

The written law does not describe who a 
man’s neighbor is, so he who lives in the letter 
of life makes an arbitrary distinction between 
his fellowmen. He makes social caste and 
hereditary rank. His neighbor is always the 
one who has come up to his worldly standard. 

But he who lives in the spirit, who knows 
what man is in reality, and not what he appears 
to be, has an entirely different guage by which 
to test the qualifications of the neighbor. He 
sees that all men are neighbors, or in unity of 
purpose and interest, who exercise their innate 
impulses of love, mercy, equality, and of freedom. 
He rises above the arbitrary limitations of so- 
cial, political or family relations and recognizes 
the brotherhood of man talked about by theo- 
retical metaphysicians, but it is the practical 
metaphysician only who actually knows what 
the brotherhood of man is. One is rich in his 


descriptive vocabulary and the other is rich in 
his works. 

All schemes for the practical co-operation 
of men into a grand brotherhood of neighborly 
unity in which there shall be no selfish interest 
in material things, must be based upon this 


higher plane of causes. Anything lower will 
in the end prove a failure. Many will go forth 
with honesty of purpose to help humanity to 
solve the problem of co-operated effort, but they 
will labor in vain unless they fix as the standard 
of unity the law of love and self-lessness, as 
known to those who are neighbors in spirit. 

My neighbor in sense is one whose interests 
are in some external, worldly way connected 
with mine. He and I are combining to do 
somethiny for the building up of our particular 
interests. We are doing this at the expense of 
some other man or set of men. For instance, 
the many co-operative colonies of the land are 
based upon the idea of equal division of prod- 
ucts or profits, and, at the same time, protection 
against outside competition. 

The idea of selfishness is at the bottom of 
them, although their promotors are aiming to 
do humanity good from the highest standpoint 
which they have attained. They are command- 
ing the attention of benevolent hearts on every 
side because of their philanthropy. Their 
motive is the highest and their self-sacrifice 
heroic, yet they fall short through lack of the 
one great desideratum—Wisdom. 


There is but one Wisdom—that of the spirit. 
He who looks anywhere else for Wisdom is be- 
wildered and he will find all his plans falling 
short of the cherished consummation because 
of this lack. This far-reaching sight of the 
Spirit is the only safe guide for man because 
it takes into consideration factors of which the 
intellect is wholly oblivious 

Here is where the practical metaphysician is 
vastly superior to the theoretical. He who, 
with honest purpose and meek heart, goes into 
the depths of his own soul there discovers men- 
tal conditions that require something more than 
mere external environment to reconcile into 
harmonious concord. 

Man is an epitome of the universe and there 
sleeps within his soul tremendous powers. 
These powers are of various degrees of intelli- 
gence. They are not blind forces, but posssess 
sagacity in a measure undreamed by the exter- 
nal consciousness. 

They are not always to sleep but are liable to 
be awakened at any time that an emergency in 
a man’s life demands the reserve forces which 
they husband. These latent forces are nearly 
all on the animal plane. They are the stored 
up energies of ages of experience, and they 
burst forth into flame when the right relation 
is made between desire and expression. 

Minerologists tell us that coal is the stored 
up heat and light of the sun, which has been 
imprisoned in ages past through chemical 
changes operative in the vegetable and mineral 
worlds. This heat and light is released when 
like relations of elements are brought about. 

The consciousness of man has gone through 
a similar process. In the ages he has existed, 
many experiences have fallen to his lot. Every 
experience had its dynamic thought currents. 
These retained their energies and are some 
where resting in the soul of everyone awaiting 
the day of their release. They are released and 
set aflame the faculties of the mind whenever 
any man rises equal to the demands of the ex- 
egencies of great issues. 

We often hear it said that obscure men are 
frequently made great by some opportune de- 
mand. We are apt to overlook the basic fact 
that they were always great—the demand 
called out the stored up energies of their souls 
and they then made manifest their innate great- 
ness. 

Every man has this stored up greatness and 
by going at it in a wise way he can bring it out 
without waiting for external affairs to swing 
round and draw it forth. 

But to stir up these sleeping powers is not 
possible without a perception of what man 
really is. He who rises into the genius class 
does so through an inspiring desire to accom- 
plish some cherished ideal. The ideal on the 
mental plane is analogous to the wind that 
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blows the blaze on the material plane. With- 
out the free air poured steadily upon it the 
flame smoulders and dies out—so man must 
inspire or draw into his soul, the transcendent 
ideas of God before he can shine with the light 
of genius. 

He must be sure that his ideals are of God 
because upon them depends the purity of his 
light. 

Religious zeal without wisdom has crim- 
soned the earth with innocent blood again and 
again. Men are taken possession of by their 
ideas—they become subjects instead of mas- 
ters and are swept into the vortex of unbal- 
anced mental forces through failure in under- 
standing their own being. 

Man is by virtue of his office in Being a maker 
of laws; or rather a former of laws. The po- 
tentiality of the law is in Divine Principle and 
man makes it manifest in condition. All writ- 
ten law is man made law. God never wrote a 
law for the government of men—but men are 
continually writing laws for the government of 
themselves and others. Those who frame the 
law are generally its most abject servants. 
They lose sight of the all-resource within them- 
selves and meekly bow their own necks to the 
yoke which they have framed. These are the 
slaves of evil and error in its many forms 
among men to-day. Looking out into the realm 


of things, instead of within to the realm of 
causes, men weave about themselves through 
unconscious mental action conditions that make 


them more miserable than the most servile 
slave at the feet of the savage chief. 

They look with sad eye over their work and 
gravely pronounce it the evolutionary process 
of a perfect God. That they are the only law 
makers they do not for a moment admit, yet 
ther can be no other conclusion from the under- 
standing plane of the Spirit. 

God is the one Potentiality—Man is his like- 
ness and image—his law maker and liver. God 
does not live. He is that principle from which 
living comes forth. 

God leaves to man all experience in the realm 
of things. So man is the one and only framer 
of laws governing that realm. Whatever 
we see that has form and condition has been 
made by man out of the abstract potentialities 
of God. 

God is life and man makes therefrom that 
never ending changing panorama called living. 
God is love and man makes therefrom that en- 
chanting experience called loving. God is Wis- 
dom and man formulates that external relation 
of things termed intelligence. God is sub- 
stance and man crystalizes his ideals into that 
limitation of the Divine idea called matter. 

These are not of God except as man has 
forced through his inherent will, the free prin- 
ciples into their mould. So man is the all 


possibility because he has at beck and call the 
resources of Infinity. We hear it frequently 
said that life and death are part of the Divine 
Plan because they are so palpably a part of Na- 
ture. Yet nature is only a standing forth of 
man’s inferior self. Nature is the dead shell of 
his past experience as a lawmaker. He gets 
his education by making laws and witnessing 
their execution. 

He steps from one phase of law-making to 
another through a series of exact and most in- 
tricate mental experiences. He is not cogni- 
zant of the inner working of this mental realm 
because of the superabundance of the laws he 
has framed. 

Thus Jesus asked the lawyer, or lawmaker, 
what is written in yourlaw? The lawyer glibly 
recited the decalogue, and then came to the 
end of his knowledge in his confessing that he 
did not really know who his neighbor was. 

The one who has become bewildered in the 
labyrinth of his own misty statutes must event- 
ually find his way out by appealing to the 
higher wisdom. 

As our attorneys at law say, questions of fact 
only are admissable in certain cases and any- 
thing outside of the mere letter, or bare recital 
of occurrences in sense, are beyond their juris- 
diction. 

Thus the law does not give definite details as 
to the how every man shall know his neighbor, 
and he who is lost in the letter is really at sea 
upon this point. 

He is led up to the understanding by a para- 
ble; an illustration along his line of perception. 

The narrow interpretation of the neighbor is 
not countenanced by the generous Christ. No 
man is less nor more than perfect in the eves of 
this righteous one. Even the most despised 
Samaritan who has been cast in the gutter, is 
his brother and worthy his careful solicitude. 

This is the brotherhood of the Spirit—that 
true Spiritual sympathy and love that makes 
all the world kin. It does not see rags, nor 
poor surroundings—it sees the man and brother 
shining through every disgraceful appearance. 

Who is this who looks upon the despised un- 
fortunate and passes by on the other side? 
The priest—anyone who has formulated his 
doctrine and ostracizes all who do not come un- 
der his immediate pastorage. Who is this Le- 
vite that also passes by on the other side? Is 
it not the one who has set up in his mind a defi- 
nite idea of the eternal fitness of things as the 
world has fashioned and arranged them? May 
be it is an idea in your mind that sticks up its 
nose at everything not strictly conventional. 
You may be passing by some very rare and orig- 
inal powers in your own mind by this rigid and 
unbending sense of propriety. 

It is said that a college education frequently 
stultifies the original genius of men. 
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So an idea of the very proper thing to do un- 
der all circumstances has fenced in and tied 
down the original powers of many men and 
women. 

Men are so conventional about their social 
and religious associates that they get conserva- 
tive in every faculty, and pass by on the other 
side of their own good powers which lie in the 
ditch of their own digging. 

He who looks to the written or external laws 
of the world as guide for his relations and con- 
duct will never know who his neighbor is. He 
will secretly long for a neighbor—one true 
heart who loves him for what he really is—but 
he will not find one while he bows to the con- 
ventionality of the social laws of the world. 

Tom Paine said, “The world is my country; 
to do good my religion,” and we are just now 
discovering that he was truly religious and that 
those who pointed the finger of scorn at him 
were the real pagans. 

We are now beginning to discern clearly the 
difference between religion and christianity. 
One is made by man and the other is not made 
at all but exists eternally in God. No man can 
formulate it. It is not described in books nor 
confined in creeds. It cannot be copyrighted 
nor is it the property of any organization or 
sect. It is never materialized. Men have 
thought they had caught its power and author- 
ity, but like one who dissects a bird to find its 
song, they have always found themselves deal- 
ing with the empty shell. 

Wherever you find a church, with a creed, or 
even an unwritten but humanly understood 
church government, you will find a people dying 
spiritually inch by inch. 

Beware of the circumscribed idea of God! 
What you think about him to-day will not be 
the measure for your thought to-morrow. Al- 
ways provide for an increase in your concept. 
Don’t write down any laws governing your con- 
duct or your religious ideas. Be free to grow 
and expand until you throw off every human 
clog and stand forth the free, untrammeled son 
of the All Possibility—the One and Only Spirit 
—your inner Genius and inspiration—the Om- 
nipresent Father. 


The Secret and Philosophy of an 
Ideal Christian Life.

In the affairs of common life we seldom use 
the language of exact science. We think and 
speak from the various standpoints of outward 
appearances. The Bible itself, by Divine adapt- 
ability, is largely written in the everyday lan- 
guage of appearances. Yet it is self-evident 
that the infinite and omniscient Jehovah Jesus 
must, from His very nature, behold what is 


past, present and future to us, from the single 
standpoint of an Eternal Now. To Him noth- 
ing is ever old, ever new, or ever forgotten. He 
must therefore see us now in our entirety, not 
alone as “miserable sinners” and ‘“‘worms of the 
dust,” (as we have been taught to see ourselves) 
but as glorified spirits, beautiful angels, ‘““com- 
plete in Him, ever reflecting His image and 
reciprocating His love.” 

Even a finite mother sees her infant child, 
not as a helpless little animal, but as a grown 
man or woman, engaged in all the activities of 
a useful life. 

It therefore follows, that just so far as we 
His children “put off the old man,” “put on the 
new man,” and wear the Divine likeness and 
image, we too see things from the same Divine 
standpoint. We see, and feel, and know our- 
selves to be spirits and angels “complete in 
Him.” And then, not only our faces, but our 
whole bodies will respond to our deeper love 
and purer thought, and will naturally come into 
correspondence or harmony therewith. And 
since the soul that puts on the Divine likeness 
and image “partakes of the Divine nature,” in 
all its attributes and manifestations, it natur- 
ally reconstructs, creates, and takes on a new 
and suitable body, a Divine natural body, like 
unto the visible body of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
free from sickness, disease, or natural death. 
Without a sound and saved soul, in a sound 
and saved body, no man can be a perfect man 
or woman be a perfect woman, in the light of 
the Bible. 

Be ye therefore perfect even as your Father 
in Heaven is perfect. Mat. 5:48. 

Bodily illness indicates some radical error or 
defect in the natural mind that manifests itself 
in the natural body. 

In this connection we need to bear in mind 
that an ideal Christian life is entirely beyond 
and different from an ideal natural life. We oc- 
casionally meet those who have no personal 
knowledge whatever of the Divine joy, blessed- 
ness and usefulness peculiar to a true Christian. 
And yet they have sound and sensible natural 
minds in sound natural bodies, and they right- 
fully enjoy the fullness of Divine-natural pleas- 
ures. They have somehow fallen into the 
Divine order of a purely natural life and have 
consequently taken on orderly natural bodies. 
And be remembered right here, that, on the 
Divine-natural plane of life, they are far beyond 
those Christians whose bodies are yet weak, 
sickly, and out of Divine order. 

We are fearfully and wonderfully made, not 
only as to our bodies, but especially so as to 
our minds or spiritual natures. There are three 
spiritual degrees in the human mind, and con- 
sequently three degrees of grace possible every 
Christian. These spiritual degrees are above, 
and include, the orderly natural mind. 
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When we repent of our sins and are thor- 
oughly converted to God, we receive what the 
Scriptures call the baptism of John unto re- 
pentance and remission of sins. Our minds are 
then opened into the First Degree of spiritual 
life, and, as to our interiors, we are in the first 
Heaven. Before this degree of the mind is 
opened, we are in total ignorance of anything 
like Biblical spirituality. And sad to say, a 
large proportion of professing Christians, and 
a still larger proportion of Christian Scientists, 
have never been humble and teachable enough 
to receive even this first degree of grace. They 
are trying to climb up some other way. They 
see and know, believe and teach, nothing but 
the shining shell of a true Christian life. Every 
thoughtful and spiritually minded person sees 
and laments over this. 

The opening of the Second Degree of our 
minds is called the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
or Holy Breath. After suitable growth and 
perfection in the first degree we are permitted 
to enter the “holy place” and receive a fullness 
of Divine love and truth far beyond anything 
obtainable in the first degree. And as to our 
interiors, we are admitted into the second 
Heaven. 

Now and then we meet a person enjoying and 
exemplifying the superior blessednessand pow- 
er of this second degree of grace. 

But strange to say, the great majority of 
those who have tasted the lower joys of the first 
degree never look for anythng higher. They 
rather live in the 7th of Romans than “go on 
unto perfection.” 

The opening of the third degree of the mind 
is called the baptism of “fire,” or Divine love. 
Mat. 3:11. After suitable experience and pro- 
gress in the second degree of grace, we enter 
the very “holy of holies” and receive an all-per- 
vading, overwhelming and soul-melting bap- 
tism of Divine love. In the course of a lifetime 
we will probably meet three or four persons 
who enjoy and manifest the peculiar innocence 
and purity, sweetness and love, glory and use- 
fulness, of this third degree of grace. They 
live daily in the 103d Psalm, and the 13th of the 
1st Corinthians. They exemplify the supreme 
Bibical idea of an ideal Christian life on 
earth, and are evermore enjoying the Divine 
blessedness of the “third heaven.” 

It is now plain to be seen that there are four 
different kinds or degrees of ideal life possible 
to men. That the ideal life of one on a lower 
plane would not be an ideal life to one on 
a higher plane and vice versa. And that the 
lower the plane of life the lower the ideal, and 
the higher the plane of life the higher the ideal. 
If there is anyone ideal to which all would 
mentally assent, but not follow, it is the third 
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This explains the otherwise unaccountable 
differences found among those we call “good 
people,” and who live well up to the light they 
possess. And furthermore it shows the abso- 
lute necessity of a Christian unity in the midst 
of a Christian diversity. Of a cemented unity 
on the One Rock Christ Jesus. Not on the 
human side of His nature only, nor on His 
Divine side only, but on the inseparable oneness 
of the two natures combined; On the God-Man; 
the Immanuel, God with us, the Everlasting 
Father; the only true God of the universe. 
And again, not on His Personality alone, nor 
on His Impersonality alone, but on the insepar- 
able oneness of the two combined. The world 
is full of one-sided halfway Christians and 
Christian Scientists now. Let us enlarge our 
hearts, widen our views and unite on Him “in 
whom dwelleth all the fullness of the Godhead 
bodily.” Iquote the following pertinent words 
from a Christian Science publication. “It is 
the tendency of the heart, when it knows only 
an impersonal subjective God, to grow into the 
assertion of selfhood. It is just as dangerous 
to realize an exalted selfhood as a degraded self- 
hood. Man is an impersonal being and he 
needs an impersonal God. He is a personal be- 
ing and he needs a personal God. Between the 
two self is ruled out.” 

The truths contained in this article are based 
not so much on what I have learned from 
others, as on what I have learned from personal 
experience, in the line of Bidlical teaching. I 
am almost as familiar with the inhabitants, 
states and conditions of what we call the other 
life, as Iam with this.

TEACHING ABOUT PRAYER.— Luke 11:1-13. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—Ask, and it shall be given 
unto you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, and it 
shall be opened unto you.—Luke 11:9. 

1. Jesus prayed: Why? That he might be 
always open to receive from the Father. The 
flower turns its face to the sun, and the warm 
bright rays, make it glorious in color and fra- 
grance. Wemust turn our thoughts inward to- 
ward God and ask for His blessing. Jesus 
taught us how to pray. 

2. “Our Father who art in heaven.” “Our 
Father” is the Life and health and strength and 
peace within us, and the beautiful world around 
us is where He shines far brighter than the 
great bright sun if we are only pure in heart 
enough to see Him. “In heaven” means that 
He is harmony everywhere. 

“Hallowed by thy name.” 

“Name” means all that the Father is, to you 
and to all people and things. It does not mean 
just the name “God,” but all that God is. 
We say of a man that he has a good name, by 
which we understand that he is honorable and 
just. 

Our Father is greater than honor and justice, 
or any other attribute for He is God. 

Thy kingdom come. 

This means that we are ready for the Father 
to set up his kingdom in our hearts this very 
moment. Nor. 

“Thy will be done, as in heaven, so in earth.” 

“Heaven” is our spiritual self, and “earth,” is 


our mind. We are ready now to let God 
speak through our mind into our body as health 
and strength, and beauty. 

We will let His will be done in us. We will 
put aside our worldly ways of doing, and be 
meek enough to let God work in us, so that our 
“earth” (mind) may be as peaceful as our 
“heaven” (spiritual self). 

3. Give us day by day our daily bread. This 
means everything, children. It means spiritual 
bread, or a pure, loving heart, and the spirit of 
wisdom which is everywhere, as God is every- 
where. It means friends, home, food, clothes, 
thankful, joyful, praiseful dispositions. 

Our daily bread is to see the Good in all peo- 
ple and things. 

4. And forgive us our sins; for we also for- 
give every one that is indebted to us. 

We are not ready to be at peace ourselves, 
until we are in peace with all mankind. 

Don't you remember, children, how unhappy 
you are when you hold a grudge against anyone. 
It is just like a pain in your heart, isn’t it? 

We get all over such things when we see only 
the Good in people. Jt doesn’t pay to see any- 
thing else. 

Lead us not into temptation. No, Father, 
but lead us over it. Lead us to overcome (come 
over) as Jesus did. 

When we are tempted to do wrong we see 
that there is something to do in the way of clear- 
ing our minds of wrong thoughts. We shall 
never more be tempted when our thoughts be- 
come perfectly pure. 

“But deliver us from evil.” 

When there is no evil in our thoughts then 
God in us will have delivered us from evil. 

Read as far as verse 11. 

This parable is all summed up in the 10th 
verse,— 

For every one that asketh receiveth; and he 
that seeketh findeth; and to him that knocketh 
it shall be opened. 

The purpose of prayer is to make you feel 
your dependence upon God as the One Fountain 
of all good. After you have tried every other 
way, you still must come to “Our Father’ before 
you can find your good. And you must ask, and 
state clearly what kind of good you want. If it 
is bread, ask for bread. If it is a new dress, ask 
for a new dress. Just as you would ask your 
earthly parents. There is just this difference, 
God can give whatever you ask, and your earth- 
ly parents have not yet found out how rich they 
are and thus do not see that all that belongs to 
God, belongs to his children; so you ask “Our 
Father” for what you want, and tell him all 
about it, (not that He doesn’t know, but that 
you must be sure that you want it enough to go to 
Him for it, instead of running after it in the 
world’s fashion) then ‘noir (verse 13) that He is 
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able to give good and perfect gifts to them that 
ask Him.

PRUE LOVE TO ONE’S NEIGHBOR.—Luke 10-25-37. 
_ 25. And, behold, a certain lawyer stood up, and tempted 
him, saying, Master, what shall I do to inherit eternal life? 

26. He said unto him, What is written in the law? how 
readest thou?

+ 25. He who rests in the literal observance of 
the law, without knowing its Spirit, thinks he 
has therein the way to Eternal Life: “Ye search 
the Scriptures, because ye think in them ye 
have Eternal Life; * * * and ye will not 
come unto me that ye may have Life.”—Luke 
5:39. Hence this Lawyer’s inquiry was but 
mockery (“tempted him”). The great question 
of the ages is not, “If a man die shall he live 
again;” but “how shall I live forever?” To 
solve this question, which is the longing wish of 
all, men have in vain sought in matriality the 
“elixir of life,” and the “fountain of perpetual 
youth.” In materiality the solution is not to be 
found; because Life is not inherent in matter. 

26. But,if we bring the question to the Christ, 
“who hath immortality,” and who is the Re- 
vealer of all Truth, we shall find the true solu- 
tion. The written Law is then understood to be 
but a visible representation of the great Law of 
Life, “written on the tablets of the heart.” 

27. Love is this great Law of Life, the Law of 
Being: for Love is the essence of all Law, “the 
fulfilling of the Law;” and when “all the heart, 
soul, strength and mind” vibrate with Love, we 
have found the very Principle of Life Eternal, 
and the True God. “He that dwelleth in Love 
dwelleth in God and God in him.” Love is the 
one great, eternal principle governing the en- 
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tire cosmos. “The universe rests on the shoul- 
ders of Love.” 

28. Therefore love; live in the sunshine of 
Divine Love, radiating from the Christ-centre 
of thy being, “and thou shalt live,” and not die. 

29. Who among men is sufficiently near to us 
(“neighbor”) to come within the operation of 
this law? In the realm of Being there is no 
apartness; so that each man is our neighbor; 
and love is the point of contact, where two be- 
come one; it is the point of at-one-ment for all. 
The written Law does not reveal the true God 
nor the true “neighbor ;” for it deals in exter- 
nals: but the Divine Law of Love and Life, 
which deals in intervals, “reveals the deep 
things of God,” teaching us that God and man 
are one, and that “all men are brethren, “neigh- 
bors.” All men, whether saint or sinner, are 
equally and without partiality included in In- 
finite Love: “he maketh the sun to shine on the 
evil and on the good, and sendeth the rain on 
the just and on the unjust.” 

30. He who has been dwelling in the Divine 
consciousness, the Kingdom of Heaven (“Jeru- 
salem”), having backslidden or descended to a 
lower plane of consciousness (“Jericho”), finds 
himself “robbed” of his true riches, “stripped” 
of his robe of righteousness and so cruelly 
“beaten” by “robbers” (foes within), that he is 
continually inastateof fearand suffering (“half 
dead”), waiting and longing for the ministra- 
tion of Love to restore him to conscious neigh- 
borly brotherhood in the family of God. 

31, 32. This transcendent Love which deliv- 
ers from all evil, calamity and death, is higher 
and purer than ecclesiastical thought (“priest”), 
higher than ceremonial thought (“Levite”); 
there is no power in the “chosen race” doctrine 
of election that can attain it. 

33. Love springs up spontaneously, wherever 
there is suffering; it comes from the Omnipres- 
ence, though unlooked for, whoever is the in- 
strument, whether Jew or Samaritan. 

34. It “pours into” our “wounded” heart the 
“wine” of Life and the “oil” of joy; it carries 
us tenderly to the “inn” of safety, within the 
protection of Divine Love. 

35. It provides for all our wants, and restores 
us to conscious wholeness and completeness in 
God. “Love never faileth.”

The following is the Revised Version of 
the Lord’s Prayer, as given in this lesson:

GOLDEN TEXT.—Ask and it shall be given 
unto you; seek and ye shall find; knock and it 
shall be opened unto you.—Luke 11:9. 


1. The Divine Man, the Christ, is always in 
communion with God; and our “disciple” 
thoughts, learners of the Christ, desire to know 
that true communion. The highest form of 
prayer is conscious at-one-ment: this is the 
prayer of the Christ which the “disciples” seek. 
Such prayer cannot be taught by mortal man, 
no matter how fine his language, nor how high 
his ecclesiastical authority; neither can it be 
written, nor even uttered in words. We must 
come to the-Christ, who only can “teach us how 
to pray “truly.” 

2, The first step in learning true prayer is to 
know how to say, “Father”, —to understand that 
God is Spirit and that we his offspring are of the 
same imperishable substance. This being pre- 
mised, true prayer can be engaged in: for, “he 
that cometh to God must believe that he is,” 
and must also understand the nature of God 
and man’s relation to him. Luke’s formula of 
the “Lord’s Prayer”, in the R. V. is very simple, 
yet containing all that is essential. He omits 
“our” and “who art in heaven,’ besides other 
parts as given by Matthew, some of which are 
doubtless interpolations. 

True prayer is always in the first person sin- 
gular, not our father, but “Father ;” for in true 
prayer the soul is alone with God: it is too sacred 
a place for any listeners. In the closet silence 
we meet God “face to face.” If to say, “ who art 
in heaven,” leads us to think of Him as in a far 
away region, we had better drop it, and simply 
say, “Father,” who is present, indwelling Om- 
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nipresent Spirt. This leads us instinctively to 
worship, “hallowed be thy name.” This is the 
natural language of one who correctly discerns 
the “Father.” A necessary concomitant of 
worship is the desire for the realization of His 
“kingdom” within, harmonizing the whole 
mind. 

3. The Greek text reads: “Give us bread for 
to-morrow; which is a recognition of God’s 
bountiful providence. In this “kingdom” of har- 
mony: we need not be concerned about future 
supply; for in our “Father” is royal abundance 
for very “to-morrow,” already ours in the pres- 
ent, when we truly pray. 

4. In the “Kingdom of Heaven” there is no 
perception of evil—no “mote” in our brother's 
eve, because no “beam” in our own: seeing no 
sin, we have forgiven all; therefore we are for- 
given: we see only Good “and bring us not into 
temptation,” denotes our understanding, that in 
the Kingdom of harmony “no evil can befall 
us,” because we realize God’s presence; and 
Good cannot bring evil nor temptation to evil. 

This prayer is in form of petition, askng: but 
to pray “as if we had already received” converts 
petition into affirmation, and affirmation into 
realization—answer. 

5-8. Persistency will bring our mind into 
right relation and understanding. To seek 
“with all thy might, mind and strength” cannot 
fail to bring the full fruition of realization. 

9. Prayer and its answer are very closely 
connected: the one is the assurance of the 
other—the very counterpart of the other. 

To “ask,” to “seek,” to “knock,” then, means 
receiving, finding, opening of the Holy of Holies 
of the Divine presence to us. It is the recogni- 
tion of what is in Being: it is communion. 

10. It may be stated as a universal rule with- 
out exceptions, that True Prayer cannot remain 
unanswered. If it ean be established that God 
ever answered one prayer, then it is a logical 
conclusion that the unchanging, impartial 
“Father” must answer every true prayer: for, 
once find a law, and it is of universal applica- 
tion; since “God is the same yesterday, to-day 
and forever.” 

11,12. Why should we for one moment think 
that the righteous, unchanging “Father” should 
be less faithful to righteous law, than fickle, 
unrighteous, mortal man? 

13. The highest “Gift of God” is the bestow- 
ment of himself, Holy Spirit,in Baptismal Pow- 
er, if we ask aright. “Ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you.” 

To simplify Luke’s simple formula of the 
Lord’s prayer, it will read: 

“Father, we worship Thee: 
We acknowledge Thy Kingdom 
And Thy Sovereign will within: 
In Thee we are bountifully 
Supplied with all Good: 


Recognizing Thy Presence within, 
We see no sin in others nor in ourselves, 
Nor any temptation to sin.” 

Shall we say: “Not my will but thine be 
done?” Yes, in certain states of mind we may; 
because this will serve to lead us to analyze our 
own thought and motive: God has no whim: 
prayer must be without selfishness. A true and 
righteous prayer is always according to a right- 
eous God’s will. So never doubt the Father's 
willingness to hear and bless his child: only be 
sure of the righteousness of your prayer; then 
you may know that asking and receiving are two 
parts of one and the same thing, the two halves 
of the perfect whole—man’s need and God’s In- 
finite supply, always ready for bestowal for the 
asking, or a proper receptivity. 


Baptism. 


“Your heart sprinkled from an evil con- 
science and your bodies washed with pure 
water.” 

“Out of the heart are the issues of life. 

“For the life of the flesh is in the blood, it is 
the blood that maketh an at-one-ment for the 
soul.”—Leviticus 17:11. 

Hence the blood is not the life, but the life 
is in the blood. The blood is the current run- 
ning to and fro, the Euphrates from the foun- 
tain head, which separates into four parts, wa- 
tering the east, the west, the north, the south of 
the whole earth, until the sixth angel has 
poured out his bowl and the water thereof is 
dried up and the way made ready, for the kings 
that come from the surmising. After they have 
ascended the throne, and possess the kingdom 
(which is nigh even in the heart) it is as bright 
as crystal, a river of water of life, proceeding 
out of the throne of God, and of the Lamb in the 
midst of the street of the great city, the New 
Jerusalem that has been erected on the site of 
the fallen Babylon. Hence if the thoughts are 
pure, “out of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh,” and “out of the heart pro- 
ceedeth evil thoughts.” 

When the heart is purified from an evil con- 
science, conscience that neither accuses nor ex- 
cuses, the thoughts are lifted above the 
sense or Babylon, and discern the spiritual or 
New Jerusalem of all things. 

Then God is all and in all. The body being 
the earth that is replenished by the flow and de- 
posit of blood, is defiled or purified, weakened 
or strengthened, accordingly as the thoughts 
are impure or pure, evil or good, false or true; 
life giving or life taking thoughts. Hence the 
body is washed with pure water, pure thoughts, 
just in proportion as the heart is sprinkled from 
an evil conscience. This is done by belief in 
only good, be-life or beliving, in good or God 
only, which as the blade is followed by the ear,

is followed by a living faith and as living faith 
is the faith of God, then knowledge, as the full 
grown corn in the ear, is a natural unfoldment. 

We are told to believe in the living God, to 
have the faith of God, ete. The faith of God is 
the substance, as defined by Paul, of things 
hoped for the evidence of things not seen. 
And this faith brings into the objective sense 
recognition, what is first recognized in the sub- 
jective or spiritual vision and we call it knowl- 
edge or in another language science. Thus one 
knows the truth, and the truth makes free. 
As the jailor he has heard the word of the Lord, 
and all that are in his house have heard, and in 
this same hour of the night (darkness) are bap- 
tized, washed, purified and he rejoices with all 
his house, having believed in God. 

This does not assume that a man thus inter- 
nally washed, purified will not keep the exter- 
nal clean also. A body thus cleansed is every 
whit whole, not only the feet (understanding) 
washed, but Jesus Christ washed. Every whit 
Holy “Holiness to the Lord on the holy crown of 
pure gold engraven as a signet.” 

The king has ascended his throne, at the right 
hand of power, and to his own Lord he stands 
as a monument of cleanliness, a statuary of 
truth. “The stature of a full grown man in 
Christ Jesus.” When my soul returned from its 
wanderings and came to itself and was filled 
after its hungering and thristing after right- 
use-ness, it could then understand the state- 
ment. “There is one Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tism, one God and Father of all.” It understood 
what Holy Spirit meant—whole spirit—and re- 
peated to itself surely “All Scripture given by 
inspiration is profitable for reproof, correction, 
instruction in righteousness, that the man of 
+od may be perfect, thoroughly furnished unto 
every good work.”—Minta Hoover.

First look at and think about it in every possi- 
ble way you can, and ask yourself, is it a thing 
you desire to give and to have? God is Love, 
if you have just the tinniest spark of love that 
proves your oneness with Him, and think! God 
is limitless love, there is no love anywhere that 
has not come from Him. We, even we, who are 
as kittens with their eyes shut, see the evidence 
and result of love everywhere. It is the love 
principle that creates, and creation is going 
on every moment of time. Love is everywhere 
present and is all powerful, all wise! Therefore 
think what the whole of love must be! Well we 
are one with that whole, not a limited little bit, 
but one with the whole.
